Afford Compensation for Improvements in Towns, Ireland. 

HEREAS tenants in Ireland of agricultural or pastoral 
i » holdings, or of holdings partly agricultural and partly pas- 
toral, can obtain compensation for improvements under section four 
of the Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870, but tenants of 
5 holdings not agricultural or pastoral in their character, or partly 
such, cannot now so claim : 

And whereas, for the purpose of encouraging the improvement of 
dwelling-houses in towns and villages throughout Ireland, it is 
desirable to extend the provisions of such section : 

10 Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

1. The provisions of section four of the Landlord and Tenant 
15 (Ireland) Act, 1870, shall apply not only to any holding in Ireland 

which is agricultural or pastoral in its character, or partly agricul- 
tural and partly pastoral, but aLso to any holding in Ireland of 
which the value shall not exceed fifty pounds the year, as valued 
under the Acts relating to the valuation of rateable property in 
20 Ireland. 

2. Sections thirty-one and thirty-two of the County Officers and 
Courts (Ireland) Act, 1877, shall be incorporated with this Act. 

3. The words "tenant” and "landlord” in this Act shall have 
the same meaning as given to such words in the Landlord and 

25 Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870. The term holding shall include all 
land held by the same tenant, of the same landlord, for the same 
term, and under the same contract of tenancy.

4 . T in's Act shall be construed as one Act with the Landlord 
and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870, the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, 
and the several Acts amending or altering the same. 

5. This Act may he cited as the Tenants Improvements (Ireland) 
Act, 1884. 

6. This Act shall extend to Ireland only. 

7 . This Act shall not apply to any holding in Ireland situated in 
any city, town, or county of the town containing according to the 
last published census a population of twenty thousand and upwards. 
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
